Q. How often ahold strainers be

to insre the removal of solid mat- 
ter.

Q. What method is best to use 


to keep hose from sticking to con- 
nections? 


A. A good method of preventing 


rubber hose from adhering to pipe 
connections is to coat the inside of 
the hose with a very thin film of 
grease applied with tips of fingers. 
Care should be taken, however that 
too much grease is not applied, as 
an excess quantity has a tendency 
to rot the rubber. 


Q. What should be done if mo- 


tor starts hard? 


A. Open throttle about one third 


(after getting acquainted with ma- 
chine you will find a position for 
the throttle where the motor starts 
best). Put switch In "on" position. 
If motor habitually starts 
hard, 


prime the carburetor with choking 
or enriching lever. 


Q. What are some 
signals of

A. Watch the traffic officer and 


when one holds up his hand, stop, 
first holding out your hand to warn

standing until the officer motions 
you to proceed.

How to Drive Your New Car 


the First 1000 Miles 


How often have von heard the remark "Oh, thr 
,. rnr is just

been in thr automobile business. 
It is a remark frequently made to 


the unfortunate service manager, and is, in most cases, very unjust 
and not at all deserved by the car. 
It is quite useless to tell the 


owner that he is the man who is responsible for all this "grief". 
Jt 


is true, however, in 09 cases out of 100. 


The life of your engine depends very largely on the way you drive 


and operate your car during the fir'-t 1,000 males you run it. A fast 
pace will shorten the life of a motor just as surely as a fas) and 
merry life will ^horten the life of a man or woman. 


The first 1,000 miles a car is run, is the most critical in its history, 


and you! treatment of it during this time, -will determine to a very 
lar^e extent the amount of useful service you will get from it, and 
amount of money you will ultimately pay in repair and overhaul 
bills. 


During the first 500 miles you run a new car, do not under any 


circumstances, exceed a speed of 
20 milei an hour. 
During the fol- 


lowinjj SfXj miles, do not exceed a 
speed of 25 inilrs an hour. Do not 
allow the motor to race unneces- 
sarily, or you will surely pay for 
it in repair bills. 
Do not allow 


the engine to labor on high gear. 
Jf it starts to slow down and la- 
bor, change down at once to a 
lower gear. 


It is difficult for A man who has had no mechanical (raining to 


understand why, if a new engine appears to run nice and smoothly 
and with apparently plenty of power, this cxticmc care should be 
taken. 


I'cthaps this little illustration which you WILL be able to under- 


stand will make it plain to you. Suppose you were a man who had 
never taken any strenuous exercise, then all at once decided to take- 
on a w:i!k of 20 miles and determined to complete the distance at 
the nite of 6 miles an hour. 
!f you ever completed that walk, how 


do you think you would feel at the end of it, and how do you think 
it would affect you. 
You know you would be stiff for a week or 


more after, and might even do your system serious injury. 


Suppose, on the other hand, that you decided first to fjet into 


condition by taking a walk of 2 miles a day the first week, then 3 
miles a day the next week. 4 miles a day the following week, and 
so on 
By the time you have reached the point where you arc Koirif; 


to perform the 20 mile stunt, you will be limbered up and able to 
do the walk with ease and without harming yourself. 


Now can you see the point. Treat your car ritjht by giving it a 


chance to limber up before you go after any speed records. Let the 
other fellow pass you if he wants to. Take it gently during thi- 
first 1,000 miles, then you will get 
two. perhaps three years jcrvice 
from your car before it will be 
necessary to spend a dollar on an 
overhaul. Speed up and race your 
engine, and inside t\s'lvc months 
aii expensive overhauling ii neces- 
sary. 
The reason why such a 


large number of cars soon become 
regular customers at the repair 
shop, is just because they wore speeded up and never given a chance 
during that rritic.i' first 1,000 nvles. 


However, ivoncv spc-.it in rep.r.r bills is not the only price you wili 


have to p.iy ioi your speed. When you do not allow the engine to 
be limbered up slowly, and it i= speeded and raced up when it is new, 
it is very often the cause of turning a perfectly good engine into a 
bad oil pumper. 
If the engine is speeded up when it is new, it some 


times causes the cylinder casting to warp or the cylinders walls be- 
come scored. When this happens the piston rings can't make a per- 
fect oil seal or hold compression, with the result that oil is pumped 
up on top of the pistons and causes the spark plugs to foul very fre- 
quently. 
In addition to oiled up spark plugs, the cylinders wi'i 


carbon up quickly and before long the engine starts to knock and 
overheat. 
If the valve seats or stems become warped, it is impos- 


sible for the valves to scat properly and a serious loss ot power is 
the result. 


Now, remember you can eliminate al! the above (roubles by giving 


the engine j-.ist half a chaticc to limber up. 
When you hear of a 


certain car of 1Q14 or 191S vintage that is still going strong, you 
can iu-: bet your last dollar that tiiat car was carefully driven the 
first thousand miles, and all the other thousands of miles it has been 
driven since then. 


Cars are bring built better todr.y than they havr ever been br.ilt 


before. 
Better steels have been developed, production methods im- 


proved, and more accurate machinery to turn out the car parts etc , 
arc in use in evcrv plant. The cars that arc being built today are as 
far ahr.id of the cars of a few years ago, as the electric light is 
ahead of g.i< light.
